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Borough may 
save £50,000 
with schools 
music charges

MUSIC services 
within Bridgend’s 
schools have been 
put under the spot¬ 
light, following an 
extensive review. 

This was ordered in 
2007 after a row over 
whether or not pupils 
should be charged for 
instrumental music les¬ 
sons. 

Officers wanted to 
save £50,000 a year by 
introducing charges. 

The cabinet decided 
to leave policy 
unchanged until after a 
review was held. 

The first phase of the 
review was reported to 
cabinet in July 2008, 
when it was agreed to 
proceed with a second 
phase which would 
include the views of 
pupils. 

This has now been 
completed and a report 
on the review was pre¬ 
sented to the Health and 
Well Being Scrutiny 
committee this week. 

The meeting heard 
that the Bridgend instru¬ 
mental music team con¬ 
sists of 16 teachers, and 
offers tuition at all lev¬ 
els in primary, junior 
and comprehensive 
schools throughout 
Bridgend. 

At the moment, there 
are 1,500 pupils learn¬ 
ing orchestral instru¬ 
ments, with additional 


children taking part in 
the youth music orches¬ 
tras and ensembles 
organised by the serv¬ 
ice. 

Consultations took 
place initially with head 
teachers, heads of music 
and governors and it 
was found that 85 per 
cent of schools do not 
want to see charging 
brought in for parents, 
but they also wanted an 
increased choice of 
instruments offered - 
two options which the 
report says are mutually 
incompatible unless 
extra money is ploughed 
in. 

If free lessons contin¬ 
ue, there is less scope to 
invest in more instru¬ 
mental choice or target 
disadvantaged pupils. 

The pupil consulta¬ 
tion has now taken 
place and two pupil age 
groups were targeted - 
year-6, which is the top 
year in junior school 
and year-9 which is the 
old third year in second¬ 
ary schools. 

Both users and non¬ 
users were consulted. 

An analysis of the 
findings reveals that 
those children who rated 
the service as being “not 
very good” did so 
because of poor quality 
or broken instruments, 
and the limited variety 


of instruments being 
taught. 

The main factor iden¬ 
tified by the children in 
improving the service 
and increasing the num¬ 
ber taking part, was the 
chance to play a wider 
range of instruments not 
now available - or for 
which there is under¬ 
provision. 

More than 40 per 
cent of the children who 
took part in the survey 
wanted to learn the 
drums, with 34 per cent 
wanting the guitar, 26 
per cent the piano, 12 
per cent the harp and 11 
per cent the saxophone. 

They also said that 
improvements would 
take place if existing 
instruments were 
repaired or replaced 
because they are dam¬ 
aged or in poor condi¬ 
tion. 

The survey also 
found that 67 per cent 
of year-9 pupils who 
take part in the tuition 
have never had any pri¬ 
vate lessons. It would 
appear, therefore, that 
the quality of the pres¬ 
ent teaching is not an 
issue. 

The report states that 
providing more lessons 
in drums and guitar, 
including the electric 
guitar, could only be 
achieved within the 


present budget by cut¬ 
ting back on lessons for 
traditional orchestral 
instruments, but this 
would have a long term 
knock-on effect on the 
quality of the county 
orchestras, which reach 
high standards at pres¬ 
ent. 

Improving the stock 
of instruments would 
require increased fund¬ 
ing as the current budg¬ 
et for instruments is just 
£3,000 a year - which 
barely covers urgent 
repairs and replace¬ 
ments. 

Report author Mark 
Shephard, who is head 
of Healthy Living, said 
that the findings from 
both these consultations 
reinforced the original 
report presented to cabi¬ 
net in 2007. 

He went on: “It is 
clear that the present 
service, while of high 
quality, has the potential 
for considerable 
improvement, both to 
meet the wide range of 
pupil aspirations, and 
also extend its inclusivi- 

ty. 

“This can only be 
done through greater 
investment in the serv¬ 
ice, or by releasing 
money for reinvestment 
by introducing a charge 
for the service. 

“In the present finan¬ 
cial situation, this may 
be considered a risk as 
it potentially could 
result in a lower take-up 
of the service.” 

Mr Shephard said 
that the intention in 
2007 was to save 
£50,000 from the budg¬ 
et of the schools music 
service, but no decision 
has been made yet on 
this. 

He added: “A clear 
steer as to the future 
direction of the service 
is now required.” 

The issue is to be 
reported to a future 
meeting of the cabinet 
and the scrutiny com¬ 
mittee will also offer its 
own recommendations 
to cabinet on future 
action.

‘BACK BOSCH WORKERS’ 
WELSH ASSEMBLY URGED 


AN MP has called on the 
Assembly to do “every¬ 
thing it can” to support the 
Bosch plant in Miskin and 
its workers. 

John Smith, MP for the Vale, 
pointed out that Bosch announced 
a 90-day consultation process with 
its workforce over the possibility 
of having to lay off 300 employees 
in 2010, and possibly closing the 
plant in 2011 - if no commercially 
viable new business is available. 

“Having met with Bosch man¬ 
agers earlier this year, I knew the 
plant and its workers were facing 
very difficult times due to a dra¬ 
matic drop in sales. I am deeply 
concerned about the current situa¬ 


tion which has greatly deteriorat¬ 
ed. 

“Bosch is a valued and impor¬ 
tant employer. I have written to 
WAG seeking assurances that they 
will redouble their efforts to help 
secure the future of the site, and 
more importantly, provide every 
assistance to workers who are 
made redundant to find alternative 
employment in the area,” the MP 
stated. 

Vale AM Jane Hutt has also 
added her support for the work¬ 
force. 

Ms Hutt said: “I was extremely 
disappointed to hear this disturb¬ 
ing news. I have had meetings 
with the Bosch management and 


plant council regarding the situa¬ 
tion at the plant, and have previ¬ 
ously written to the chairman of 
the board, Mr Franz Fehrenbach, 
to urge him to take account of the 
skills and contribution of the 
Welsh plant at Miskin. 

“A great deal of money has 
been invested into the plant by 
Wales and the company, which is 
meeting with the First Minister 
and Deputy First Minister. 

“I believe it is important that no 
further action should be taken 
regarding the future of this plant 
until after these discussions,” the 
AM added.

BRIDGEND MP 
Madeleine Moon 
recently put herself 
in the shoes of a 
shopworker trying 
to decide whether a 
young person is old 
enough to buy alco¬ 
hol. 

“The event in 
Westminster was part of 
retail union Usdaw’s 
‘Freedom From Fear’ 
campaign. This year, the 
campaign is focussing 
on the difficult decisions 
shopworkers face on a 
daily basis when trying 
to decide whether some¬ 
one looks old enough to 
buy alcohol or other 
age-restricted goods,” 
she explained. 

“This exercise made 
me realise just how hard 
it is to tell the age of a 
young person. 
Shopworkers have to 
make that on-the-spot 
judgement all the time. 


Refusing to serve some¬ 
one who is underage is 
often a flashpoint for 
abuse, both physical and 
verbal, but even asking 
for ID is often enough to 
make many people kick¬ 
off at the shopworker. 

“On the other hand, if 
the shopworker serves 
someone who is under¬ 
age, they are liable to an 
£80 fixed penalty notice, 
with repeated breaches 
incurring a court appear¬ 
ance or a fine of up to 
£ 1 , 000 . 

“Shopworkers aren’t 
paid huge amounts and 
they are in a difficult 
position of having to 
guess who to challenge. 

I hope that shoppers in 
Bridgend and Porthcawl 
will be patient with 
shopworkers and pro¬ 
duce ID if asked. 

“I am also asking the 
Government to look at 
whether the balance is 
right on this issue.”

JAMES 
LLEWELLYN 
DAVIES, a 
Corporal in the 
13th Battalion, 

Royal Welch 
Fusiliers, was born 
in Ebbw Vale and 
his family moved to 
Fronwen, Ogmore 
Vale, when he was a 
very small child. 

He later resided at 
Nantymoel Row. He was 
bom on March 16, 1886, 
the third of eight chil¬ 
dren. 

He was educated at 
Ogmore Vale and 
Nantymoel schools and 
enlisted in the Royal 
Garrison Artillery at 
Bridgend on October 
112, 1914, and was then 
transferred to the Royal 
Welch Fusiliers on June 
5, 1915. 

He served in the 
Dardanelles operations 
until December 1915, 
when he was hospi¬ 
talised at Alexandria, 

Egypt, suffering from 
enteric fever. He 
returned to Britain in 
January 1916 and was 
treated at Stobhill 
Military Hospital, 

Scotland. 

He then re-joined the 
Royal Welch Fusiliers in 
October 1916 and served since died of wounds 
in France and Flanders received during the 


24, 1906. She later re¬ 
married. They had three 
sons and a daughter 
(William, John, Morgan, 
Alcwyn and Priscilla). 

James died of wounds 
received at Pilkem Ridge 
on July 31, 1917. He is 
buried at Canada Farm 
Cemetery, Elverdinghe 
(Plot 2, row B, grave 
18). The museum of the 
Royal Welch Fusiliers 
holds his medals. 

His citation from the 
London Gazette dated 
September 6, 1917, 
reads: “For most con¬ 
spicuous bravery during 
an attack on the enemy 
line, this Non- 
Commissioned Officer 
pushed through the 
British barrage that was 
being laid down, and 
single-handed attacked a 
German machine gun 
post after several of his 
men had been killed in 
an attempt to take it. 

He bayoneted one of 
the machine gun crew 
and brought back anoth¬ 
er man, together with 
the enemy machine gun. 

Corporal Davies, 
although wounded, then 
led a bombing party on 
the assault of a defended 
house and killed a sniper 
who was harassing his 
platoon. 

This gallant NCO has

Cross (for action at 
Polygon Wood, Pilkem, 
Belgium) and his other 
medals were the 19114- 
15 Star, British War 
Medal, and the Victory

He married Elizabeth

The animal rights 
group has chosen south 
Wales because there 
were more reported 
deaths, this time of four 
cats in Barry, soon after 
the Bridgend incidents. 

The billboard, which 


originally referred to 
Barker as a murderer, 
was changed after the 
animal rights group 
received a letter from 
Leslie Franks Solicitors, 
complaining that PETA 
hadn’t made the distinc¬ 
tion that the firm’s 
client Steven Barker 
was not convicted of 
murder but rather of 
“causing or allowing” 
the death of Baby P. 

As a child. Barker - 
who was convicted ear¬ 
lier this year of raping a 
two-year-old girl - 
enjoyed torturing 
guinea pigs and other 
animals and skinned 
frogs before breaking 
their legs. 


Studies show that 
those who abuse ani¬ 
mals often go on to 
commit violence 
towards fellow humans. 

PETA’s Poorva 
Joshipura said: “Cases 
such as Baby P’s, as 
well as many sociologi¬ 
cal studies, show how 
vital it is to intervene 
when someone commits 
a sadistic or violent act 
towards an animal.” 

“Abusers are general¬ 
ly cowards who enjoy 
the feeling of power 
they get when they vic¬ 
timise defenceless liv¬ 
ing beings, and they 
must get counselling 
and receive correction 
immediately.”

Eel meet again in 
the Ogmore river 


SOMEWHERE in 
Bridgend county 
borough, a special 
£1,000 ‘ladder’ has 
been provided to 
help eels make their 
way upstream. 

This is because 
Environment Agency 
Wales its playing their 
part in a European-wide 
drive to increase the low 
numbers of eels by 
building eel passes, and 
by considering new 
bylaws to protect them 
from over fishing. 

The eel population 
across the northern 
hemisphere has seen a 
dramatic fall since 1970. 
It is believed that num¬ 
bers are as low as five 
per cent of the historic 
European eel stocks. The 
reason behind this dra¬ 
matic decline largely 


remains a mystery due to 
the difficulty in tracking 
them during their migra¬ 
tion. 

Part of the solution is 
to help them reach prime 
grounds so they can 
develop, grow and 
mature by adding special 
eel ladders to existing 
fish passes in Wales. 

The ladders, costing 
around £1000 each, are 
brush-like in design and 
give the eels and elvers a 
structure to grip and 
climb up as they pass 
manmade weirs that 
block their way. 

Three passes have 
been fitted at Dolbantau 
Weir on the River 
Clettwr (Llanfihangel- 
Ar-Arth, Teifi River), the 
River Melindwr (Capel 
Bangor, Rheidiol River) 


Bermuda to breed. 

Stephen Carter, lead¬ 
ing the project for 
Environment Agency 
Wales, said: “Eels are an 
important part of the 
wildlife in our rivers and 
we have seen an alarm¬ 
ing decline in recent 
years. Part of the prob¬ 
lem is they cannot get 
past the man made weirs 
that were built during 
our industrial past. 

“We are working to 
improve access, restock 
rivers and control how 
many are taken and hope 
to see their numbers 
grow. Eels are a major 
part of the diet of 
wildlife like otters, 
herons and bitterns and 
form an integral part of 
the Welsh ecosystem.”

‘Porthcawl tax 
revenue should 
fund Porthcawl’s 
own facilities’ 


THE extra council 
tax raised by 
Porthcawl Town 
Council last year 
should be repeated 
this year so that the 
extra money can 
pay for new facili¬ 
ties at Lock’s Lane. 

That’s the view of 
Kerry Marlow, secre¬ 
tary of the Porthcawl 
Athletic Association 
(PAA), who has written 
to Porthcawl Town 
Council. 

He has urged them to 
allocate the £40,000 
which would be raised 
by the £5 increase at 
Band D level, to the 
association in the next 
financial year. 

The town council 
imposed this increase 
last April in order to 
raise £40,000 towards 
the new skatepark 
being provided in the 
town. 


In his letter, Mr 
Marlow said that the 
association had been 
interested to hear that 
council tax was 
increased in the town to 
pay for a specific proj¬ 
ect. 

He went on: “As you 
are aware, we have a 
large project at Lock’s 
Lane. We are currently 
installing the SCANSIS 
training arena for chil¬ 
dren up to the age of 
11 . 

“We have had no 
external funding from 
any source for these 
projects, which are for 
the benefit of the peo¬ 
ple of Porthcawl. 

“We only have one 
more project to com¬ 
plete at Lock’s Lane 
and that is the demoli¬ 
tion and rebuilding of 
the old Porthcawl AFC 
building, to be replaced 
with additional training 
facilities and a commu¬ 


nity room.” 

He said that in part¬ 
nership with Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council, the group has 
£90,000 in the pot to 
construct new facilities. 

“PAA is asking for 
2010/11 that you 
request a precept 
increase to raise a fur¬ 
ther £40,000 to add to 
this project. BCBC is 
prepared to pay any 
VAT costs towards 
completing this proj¬ 
ect.” 

Mr Marlow added: 
“Please ask council 
members to seriously 
consider this proposal. 
We are desperately 
short of changing room 
facilities for an associa¬ 
tion that is annually 
increasing in size.” 

The town council has 
referred the request to 
its ‘Vision and Budget 
Seminar’ next week.

Youth Work Week helps us to 
recognise the inspiring work of 
youth workers who can have a 
significant impact on young peo¬ 
ple’s lives. There are at least 
20,000 youth workers in Wales 
and we are always seeking to 
recruit more with training oppor¬ 
tunities provided. 

We are promoting the role of 
youth work using ‘Sam’ as a 
role model through our youth 
forums, websites and youth 


activities. 

We heard more about this at 
the recent AGM of the Vale 
Youth Forum and it was good to 
learn about the Peered-Up 
Challenge! which is based at the 
Penarth Youth Project, but avail¬ 
able throughout the Vale to 
encourage young people to get 
involved with their Peered-Up 
mentoring team. 

The Vale Youth Forum is 
going from strength to strength 
with a new Youth Forum 
Coordinator being appointed and 
local youth forums developing 
such as the Gibbonsdown Youth 
Forum. 

There will be information 
about developing a career in 
youth work as part of Youth 
Work Week and many opportuni¬ 
ties to hear about the inspiring 
work of the youth service here in 
the Vale of Glamorgan. 

This takes more on to another 
important role that we can play 
in inspiring and supporting 
young people and that is through 
volunteering to be a school gov¬ 
ernor.

Maria will be the only 
Welsh woman to com¬ 
pete in this champi¬ 
onship, and the team of 
four have been training 
weekly in the Brecon 
Beacons and Black 
Mountains. 

She said: “We have 
decided on a strategy of 
one hour’s sleep per 24 
throughout the race. It is 
a very fine balance 
between pushing on 
through sleep depriva¬ 
tion and taking a power 
nap, as the time lost 
sleeping may equate to 
faster speed in the long 
term. It’s a real tactical 
game.” 

Adventure Racing is 
based on the three sports 
of running, kayaking, 
and mountain biking but 
can involve up to 10 dif¬ 
ferent sports. 

Maria, from 

Bonvilston, a sports con¬ 
sultant and personal 
trainer, has already com¬ 
pleted the toughest 
footrace on earth when 
she ran six marathons in 
seven days across the 
Sahara desert. (Marathon 
des Sables).

FOLLOWING their fine performance in

IT was an ‘ethical 
trade’ celebration 
night when the Co¬ 
op in Pyle hosted 
an evening 
designed to high¬ 
light the progress 
made towards mak¬ 
ing Bridgend bor¬ 
ough a Fairtrade 
county. 

Guests listened to a 
series of talks on 
Fairtrade, but the high¬ 
light of the evening was 
the steady convoy of 
Co-op staff, bringing 
tastings of Fairtrade 
wine and cheese! 

Master of ceremonies 
was the Pyle store’s 
operations manager, 

Gary Chappell, and the 
opening address was 
made by Coun David 
Sage, the deputy leader 
of Bridgend County 
Borough cCouncil 


(BCBC).In his speech, 
he outlined how BCBC 
intended to purchase 
more products from 
Fairtrade sources, and 
said; 

“The Fairtrade idea 
makes a huge difference 
by improving the quality 
of life in local communi¬ 
ties, and around the 
world.” 

Margaret Minhinnick, 
of Sustainable Wales, 
told The GEM: “The 
Bridgend Fairtrade 
Partnership has made 
great progress, and the 
fact that Parc Prison has 
come on board as a 
‘flagship company’ is a 
huge boost.” 

Sara Webber and 
Anna-Marie Jackson had 
come along from HMP 
Parc, and Anna-Marie 
told The GEM: “The 
printing unit at the 
prison produced publici¬ 
ty material for this event 


free of charge, and we 
find that prisoners are 
keen to support local 
good causes.” 

She stressed that the 
take-up of education and 
training at Parc is much 
higher than at many 


older prisons, and that 
there was always an 
opportunity for prisoners 
to work with and for 
local good causes. 

Sara explained: “We 
have more than 1,000 in 
Parc, and 400 are ‘at 
work’ on a nine to five 
basis every day. 

“Getting proper train¬ 
ing can definitely reduce 
the re-offending rate 
when they leave.” 

She pointed out that 
the phrase ‘at work’ did 
not mean that anyone 
left the prison. 

She added: “Prisoners 
have done writing cours¬ 
es that have led to a 
number of books of their 
collected work being 
published. 

“Similarly, art pro¬ 
duced by prisoners is 
often of a high stan¬ 
dard.”

PORTHCAWL STABLE HAS 
GOOD YEAR IN TROTTING

WHEN looking 
back on the 2009 
trotting season, it 
will be remembered 
as the first without 
the ‘voice of Welsh 
trotting’ Colin 
Davies from 
Penybont as com¬ 
mentator. 

However, two young 
men have ably stepped 
into his shoes, as Richie 
Evans from Hereford 
and Neil Edmunds from 
Porthcawl called them 
home in their own fash¬ 
ion. 

The season began, as 
it has for the last 125 
years, with Llangadog 
playing hosts. A total of 
43 new horses joined 
Mid Wales & Borders to 
race for the first time in 
2009. 

The horse which 
heads the table of prize 
money is Mahogany 
Duke, a horse which 
changed owners last year 
at the Builth sale, 
returned to racing in the 
premiere Grade A, now 
in the Edmunds stable 
from Porthcawl. 

When he won the 
mile and a half at the 
prestigious Kington fix¬ 
ture he improved his rat¬ 
ings a hundredfold. 

From then onwards, the 
stable’s confidence in 
their new star soared and 
he did not disappoint - 


he won the Presteigne 
final and a few weeks 
later, took one of the 
‘classic’ races of the 
year, roaring home to a 
popular televised victory 
at Caersws. He closed 
his season with a satisfy¬ 
ing win at the penulti¬ 
mate meeting at 
Almeley. 

For most of the sea¬ 
son he has been part¬ 
nered by Cohn 
Edmund’s grandson 
Mark White, although 
Cohn’s son, commenta¬ 
tor Neil Edmunds, was 
pilot at Kington. He has 
proved a wonderful reju¬ 
venation for this south 
Wales family stable. 

Second in the ‘money 
stakes’ was

Llangadog meeting, he 
showed he was more 
than ready to take on the 
‘big boys’. 

He completed his sea¬ 
son with a win in the fun 
non-whip race, at the 
charity meeting, as usual 
needing no ‘persuader’ 
to give his best to his 
partner, lady driver 
Debbie Hitchcock. 

The cup for the most 
improved horse is 
awarded to the horse 
which moves furthest in 
the handicap during the 
season. This year, it was 
Ithon Eagle, owned by 
Terry Edwards from 
Bromfield and trained by 
Melanie Langford from 
Ludlow. Ithon Eagle 


won a total of eight 
races and is sure to have 
a good future in racing. 

The Rachel Bufton 
Memorial Cup for the 
top saddle horse again 
went to the Barton fami¬ 
ly stable from 
Clunderwen. 

One of the newer 
awards is for the peo¬ 
ple’s favourite horse. 

This is where the public 
vote for any horse that 
has run in the 2009 sea¬ 
son. This year, it was the 
grey youngster belong¬ 
ing to the Weigel family 
from Llanddewi Velfrey. 
Impressive in colour, 
this three-year-old filly 
also has some impres¬ 
sive statistics; of the six 
‘punters’ races, she took 
part in, she won five.

Group will 
monitor ‘hate 
crime’ in Vale

A LOCAL volun¬ 
teer group is to take 
on an extra task - 
monitoring how the 
police deal with 
‘hate crime’. 

The Vale of 

Glamorgan Community 
Cohesion Group, which 
is a partnership between 
the local police, other 
agencies and members 
of the community, was 
originally formed to act 
as a scrutiny panel, 
examining the way that 
the police conducted 
themselves when polic¬ 
ing minority groups. 

The group’s remit has 
now been expanded for 
the police to provide 
information and advice 
in relation to ‘hate 
crime’. 

Volunteer members of 
the group serve for a 
period of two years and 
they act as the ‘eyes and 
ears’ of their communi¬ 
ties, often enquiring 
about operational and 
tactical policing issues. 

Under the chairman¬ 
ship of Mr David Lloyd, 
the group is provided 
with information con¬ 
cerning all the incidents 
involving minority com¬ 
munities living, working 
or just visiting the Vale. 

This information. 


which has been screened 
to protect the identities 
of the victims, is then 
considered by the panel 
to allow them to ques¬ 
tion the police regarding 
their actions and 
progress. 

Usually present will 
be a representative from 
the Crown Prosecution 
Service, who will pro¬ 
vide the Court results 
and any charging deci¬ 
sions made. 

A police officer from 
the Minorities Support 
Unit, who has specialist 
skills and duties when 
dealing with victims of 
certain minority groups, 
will also be available. 

PC Brian Bedford, the 
Vale’s Hate Crime offi¬ 
cer, said: “We are very 
fortunate that reported 
hate crime remains very 
low in the Vale. 

“ However, we remain 
vigilant to the potential 
threat.” 

The group meets on a 
quarterly basis. Anyone

Penarth Computer 
Club Notes: 

Online dictionaries 


ARTHUR C 
CLARKE once said 
that getting infor¬ 
mation from the 
internet is like try¬ 
ing to take a glass 
of water from 
Niagara Falls; there 
is just so much 
information that 
you can be over¬ 
whelmed by it... I 
know. 

A little while ago, 1 
was considering a plan¬ 
ning use in response to a 
cry for help from some¬ 
one who was baffled by 
the forms. 

My first reaction was 
to check to see if plan¬ 
ning permission for a 
change of use really was 
needed as 1 thought it 
should not be. The 
details are not important, 
but the process was 
interesting. 

The planners said an 
application was required 
and quoted a relevant 
document. From the 
internet, 1 was able to 
download a copy of the 
document to check. The 
type of building con¬ 
cerned was not men¬ 
tioned in the document, 
so 1 spoke to the plan¬ 
ners for clarification. 

1 was referred to a 
further document that 
they use for guidance, 
held by the central 
library. 

The central library 
computer said no; they 
do not hold a copy, but 
one was available at the 
National Library in 
Aberystwyth. About half 
an hour later, they rang 
me back to say that they 
had located a copy in the 
Cardiff University 
Library. 

That being much clos¬ 
er, I went to look at the 
document, grateful that 
their computer had saved 
me a long trip or a long 
wait for the book to be 


sent to Cardiff. 

Two facts came to 
light. The referred docu¬ 
ment had been supersed¬ 
ed by a later edition that 
was three times as long. 
The use class, of build¬ 
ing under consideration 
was quoted as ‘Sui 
Generis’ (as opposed to 
A, B, C, or D). The note 
about this Latin phrase 
in the foreword to the 
volume described the 
scope of it, but not what 
it actually meant. 

To be able to develop 
my argument, I needed 
to be certain that I 
understood what the 
phrase meant in the con¬ 
text of its use. Back to 
computers and the inter¬ 
net. 

Typing it into Google 
brought up 67,500 refer¬ 
ences. The first one was 
for a leading GRP (glass 
reinforced plastics) com¬ 
pany. Third was a beauty 
salon; fourth was a fur¬ 
niture company rapidly 
followed by several 
more varieties of compa¬ 
ny and consultants. 

This was Arthur C 
Clarke’s Niagara. The 
glass of water was the 
second entry that said 
that in the context of 
English law it means 
‘unique’. 

To confirm this I went 
to onelook.com and tried 
again. In a flash, the site 
provided 23 dictionary 
sources of definition. A 
browse through several 
of them provided assort¬ 
ed versions of Latin for 
‘of its own kind’; hence, 
whatever is absolutely 
unique or distinctive 
about something. 

In the context of plan¬ 
ning (use classes, that 
require permission) there 
were several entries indi¬ 
cating that it meant ‘in a 
class of its own’. That 
seemed more appropri¬ 
ate. I also liked ‘unique 
in its characteristics’. 

More generally it 
means - in its own cate¬ 


gory, in its own group, 
of its own character, of 
its own class, of its own 
classification, of its own 
denomination, of its own 
designation, of its own 
genre, of its own kind, 
of its own nature, of its 
own type, of its own 
variety, peculiar 
<http://legal- 
dictionary.thefreedic- 
tionary.com/peculiar> , 
special <http://legal-dic- 
tionary.thefreedic- 
tionary.com/special> , 
the only one of its kind, 
unique <http://legal-dic- 
tionary.thefreedic- 
tionary.com/unique> . 
Take your pick! 

The planning argu¬ 
ment is yet to be pre¬ 
sented, Wt I have 
enjoyed the chase so far 
and learned a new 
phrase into the bargain. 

As for the companies 
and consultants, I 
thought that they might 
have had a classical edu¬ 
cation to come up with 
the Latin words, but on¬ 
line I put ‘unique’ into a 
thesaurus and it quickly 
found 'sui generis' for 
me; so perhaps not. 

That leaves me with 
admiration for ‘Sui 
Generis’; an Argentine 
rock band from the 
1970s who could not 
have had a computer!

Fight is on to save the last 
red kiosk at Llety Brongu 


THE fight is on to 
save two red tele¬ 
phone kiosks after 
BT contacted 
Llangynwyd 
Middle Community 
Council, offering to 
sell it the kiosks at 
Llangynwyd village 
and Llety Brongu 
for £1 each. 

The council would 
then be liable for all 
future maintenance - but 
BT want to take the tele¬ 
phones out, leaving just 
the kiosks which they 
say can be used for other 
purposes. 

The kiosk in 
Llangynwyd is a grade 2 
listed structure, but the 
one in Llety Brongu is 
not listed, although vil¬ 
lagers fought a success¬ 
ful campaign 25 years 
ago to prevent it being 
replaced by a modern 
glass kiosk. 

BT has argued that 
neither kiosk is used 
enough to justify keep¬ 
ing the phones there. 

The one in Llety 
Brongu was used just 36 
times in the past year, 
while Llangynwyd 
clocked up 136 phone 
calls. 

Coun Malcolm James 
said that the council had 
written to BT, urging 
them to keep the phone 
service. 

“We are objecting to 


the loss of these phones 
because mobile phone 
coverage is poor in the 
area. In Llangynwyd, it 
is often impossible to get 
any reception so the 
phone box should 
remain in use. 

“Obviously, Llety 
Brongu is more remote 
and does not get the visi¬ 
tors that go to 
Llangynwyd - but even 
so, the phone could be a 
lifeline for the communi¬ 
ty-” 

Mr James stated that 
the council would be 
prepared to take over the 
maintenance of both 
kiosks because they 
were part of the land¬ 
scape. 

“These red kiosks are 
part of our heritage and 
the pity is that BT 
removed so many of 
them in the past. We 
want them saved at the 
very least, but our goal 
is to also save the phone 
service they provide.” 

Coun Danny Clarke, 
chairman of the commu¬ 
nity council, said that 
the council was united 
on this. 

“We understand that 
companies like BT have 
to make a profit but we 
feel that both these 
boxes should remain in 
use. We will be canvass¬ 
ing people in both vil¬ 
lages for their views on 
this.” 

Chris Orum, 


spokesman for BT, said 
that selling off the red 
kiosks to local councils 
was part of an on-going 
process nationally. 

He said that the 
kiosks were regarded 
affectionately and did 
not necessarily have to 
be listed to be saved. 

He denied that there 
was any intention to 
remove the kiosks but 
said that the company 
wanted to take out the 
phone mechanisms from 
both and offer the kiosks 
for the council to buy for 
£1, so that they could be 
preserved for future gen¬ 
erations. 

“People were very 
critical when we 
removed these kiosks 
and have asked if they 
could be retained for 
alternative uses and 
that’s what we are 
doing,” he said. 

Across the UK, 350 
kiosks have already been 
adopted and are being 
put to unusual uses, 
including an art gallery. 

Community and 
parish councils have 
been adopting them. 
Initially, the scheme was 
aimed at red kiosks 
which were due to be 
removed but the scheme 


now applies to little used 
red kiosks as well. 

In Wales, there are 
more than 700 red 
kiosks which could be 
adopted. In the UK, 
12,500 of them remain. 

BT says that pay¬ 
phone use has halved in 
the past two years with 
62 per cent of payphones 
unprofitable. Ten per 
cent are used only once 
a month. 

KIOSK FACTFILE: 

The iconic red kiosks 
were first designed by 
architect Giles Gilbert 
Scott in 1924 and the K2 
design was introduced in 
1926. 

He refined his design 
10 years later when the 
famous K6 was intro¬ 
duced nationally to cele¬ 
brate the silver jubilee of 
King George V in 
1936 . 

The K6 is eight ft 
three ins high and sits on 
a three ft square base. It 
weighs three-quarters of 
a ton and has a teak 
hardwood door. 

There are eight large 
panes and 16 small 
panes on each of the 
three sides that are 
glazed. 

They cost less than 
£40 each when new.

Residential 
care home 
planned for 
Porthcawl 


BRIDGEND plan¬ 
ners have approved 
plans to build a 
new care home on 
land in Porthcawl. 

The application, from 
Cliffedge Properties, 
relates to land at South 
Road which is a former 
quarry and has been 
used as a builders’ yard. 

A large warehouse 
type building is currently 
on site, along with some 
smaller dilapidated 
buildings. 

A report to the devel¬ 
opment control commit¬ 
tee said that the dilapi¬ 
dated buildings have 
become overgrown. 

The proposed care 
home, which would be 
three storeys high and 
accommodate 60 resi¬ 
dents, would consist of 
two rectangular build¬ 
ings touching in the cen¬ 
tre. 

As the floor level of 
the quarry is lower than 
surrounding land, the 
building would have the 
appearance of a two- 
storey building. 

The scheme includes 
provision of two garden 
areas and 14 car parking 
spaces. 

Objections were 
lodged by residents of 
six nearby houses, who 
were concerned with the 
building being visually 
overbearing and out of 
keeping with the neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

There were also fears 
about an increase in 
noise and traffic because 
of the round-the-clock 
access needed to the 
home. 

Other concerns were 
to do with a loss of trees 
and vegetation from the 
site. 


Porthcawl Civic Trust 
also objected because of 
the height and scale of 
the building, plus fears 
over noise to local resi¬ 
dents. 

Planning officer 
David Llewelyn said that 
although the overall 
length of the building 
would be 58 metres 
(approx 180 feet), the 
fa 9 ade would be stag¬ 
gered, with part of the 
building set back from 
the road. 

Mr Llewelyn pointed 
out that the site could re¬ 
open as a builders yard 
immediately, which 
would result in deliver¬ 
ies by large lorries and 
trade vehicles in and out. 

The report said that 
the majority of trees on 
the floor of the quarry 
would have to be 
removed, but others 
around the edge would 
be retained for screen¬ 
ing. 

Mr Llewelyn added 
that the visual impact of 
the building would be 
reduced because it 
would stand at a lower 
ground level, which 
would give it the appear¬ 
ance of a two-storey 
building. 

He went on: “The 
existing site is currently 
vacant, has become 
overgrown and has an 
untidy appearance. The 
existing building on the 
site is prominent, being 
constructed on a plat¬ 
form, and has an untidy 
appearance when viewed 
from South Road.” 

The application is in 
outline only and detailed 
plans will have to be 
submitted for approval.

Given the huge tech¬ 
nological leaps made in 
animation, and you need 
only see Pixar’s Up io 
marvel at how wonderful 
animation work has 
become, it is more than 
a little heartening to see 
that the old methods can 
still be used. 

Fantastic Mr Fox is a 
stop-motion film, where 
puppets are moved ever 
so slightly from frame to 
frame, similar to the 
methods used to make 
the Wallace and Gromit 
adventures. 

There is no plasticine 
on show here, however, 
Wes Anderson preferring 
to use crafted figures. 
The overall effect is that 
of a film that is a warm 
and fuzzy and, though 
child-friendly, is dis¬ 
tinctly Anderson-esque.

Local star 
puts his stamp 
on promotion 


PARALYMPIAN 
javelin thrower 
Nathan Stephens 
from Barry is back¬ 
ing Royal Mail as a 
winner with its lat¬ 
est set of commem¬ 
orative stamps pro¬ 
moting the Olympic 
and Paralympic 
Games 2010. 

Royal Mail has com¬ 
missioned some of 
Britain’s most exciting 
artists and illustrators to 
create three sets of 
stamps, to be issued in 
the run up to London 
2012 Olympic Games, 
and Nathan was only too 
happy to throw himself 
into promoting the 
stamps in Wales. 

The first set of three 
were issued this week 
and Royal Mail caught 
up with Nathan, 21, at 
the training ground at 
the National Indoor 
Athletic Centre in 
Cardiff. 

Nathan, originally 
from Bridgend, and now 
working as a sports 
coach at UWIC, Cardiff, 
said: “I am hoping to 
compete in the 2012 
Paralympics and these 
brilliant stamps will help 
draw attention to the 
Games as they come 
closer. 

“I am hoping I will be 
competing and I really 
enjoyed taking part in 
the Summer Olympics 
this year in Beijing.” 

He was placed fourth 
in the javelin, eighth in 
the shot-put and 11th in 
the discus. Previously, 


he competed in the 
Winter Olympics in 
Turin in 2006 where he 
joined the Paralympics 
ice hockey team and he 
has also acted as a refer¬ 
ee for the new 
Paralympics game of 
Boccia, featured on the 
Olympic stamps. 

For Nathan, being 
involved in sport has 
provided him with a real 
focus in life after losing 
both his legs in a train 
accident when he was 
just nine years old. 

“I played rugby and 
football before the acci¬ 
dent and so I turned to 
sport again after it hap¬ 
pened to give me a focal 
point to concentrate on 
and I am pleased with 
my success in the 
Paralympics events.” 

A total of 30 1st Class 
stamps will be issued in 
the Olympic and 
Paralympics Games 
series. 

Royal Mail is working 
with illustrators and fine 
artists to create the 
stamps which will high¬ 
light both the sporting 
and cultural significance 
of this incredible event. 

Each stamp will 
champion an Olympic or 
Paralympics sport and 
they will be issued in 
three sets in 2009, 2010 
and 2011. 

Among the sports fea¬ 
tured on the first set of 
stamps is diving, with a 
distinctive illustration by 
the leading contempo¬ 
rary artist Julian Opie, 
alongside the lesser 
know Paralympics sport 
of boccia. 


Anderson also co-wrote 
the screenplay with 
Noah Baumbach, and 
the pair have put their 
own unmistakable spin 
on Roald Dahl’s beloved 
story, making nips and 
tucks here and there but, 
by and large, retaining 
the subtly dark humour 
and character of the 
original story.

The script takes 
Dahl’s twisted English 
countryside and adds a 
degree of bohemian 
America flavouring, 
characters shopping at 
the ‘Five and Dime’ and 
bringing in American 
colloquialisms that again 
stick out from the origi¬ 
nal but play well within 
the context of the film. 

What is most refresh¬ 
ing is the way Anderson 
hasn’t compromised his 
working methods to 
make the film more 
‘child-friendly’, the rela¬ 
tionship between Mr Fox 
and his son, to a degree. 


SADLY, given the 
very high level of 
divorce and separa¬ 
tion in this country, 
many parents are 
faced with the trau¬ 
ma and stress of not 
only losing their 
partner, but day-to- 
day contact with 
their beloved chil¬ 
dren, and this can 
be a devastating 
blow, both to the 
parent losing out, 
and the children 
involved.

Further, in the latest 
government research 
about contact difficul¬ 
ties, over 25 per cent of 
children from parents 
who separated over three 
years ago, no longer 
have any contact with 
the non-resident parent. 

Is this because the 
father, simply becomes 
too despondent with the 
problems which beset 
him in going through the 
court system, where the 
mother is negative and 


as fractured as that of 
the Tenenbaum children 
with their father in The 
Royal Tenenbaums, or of 
the Whitman brothers in 
The Darjeeling Limited. 

It makes for a beguil¬ 
ing, but wholly satisfy¬ 
ing marriage, Anderson 
paying as much attention 
to the disconnect of the 
family as the rest of the 
story. 

Visually, the film 
retains his identity, 
bright colour palettes 
and the use of wonder¬ 
fully constructed shots 
giving the film a beauti¬ 
ful autumnal glow that is 
also reflected in the 
characters - the film 
looking gorgeously styl¬ 
ish, the slight imperfec¬ 
tions of the stop-motion 
animation lending a 
charm to the visuals. 

Using his usual troupe 
of actors, the vocal cast 
are all very good; 
Clooney conveys won¬ 
derfully the charm and 
laconic carefree attitude 
of the title character, 
while Jason 

Schwartzman gives Ash 
a pluck and desire that 
works well. 

With the likes of Bill 
Murray, Owen Wilson, 
and a superb Willem 
Dafoe all lending their 
tonsils, the cast is won¬ 
derfully strong, even 
though Meryl Streep is 
somewhat sidelined as 
Mrs Fox and is given lit¬ 
tle to do. 

While thoroughly 
charming, there are a

Plaid hit out at 
housing plans 


PLAID parliamen¬ 
tary candidate for 
the Vale, Dr Ian 
Johnson, has called 
upon residents who 
live in council- 
owned homes to 
reject plans to 
transfer housing 
stock to a social 
landlord. 

Dr Johnson said: “The 
4,000 families that live 
in council-owned 
accommodation in the 
Vale have a right to 
expect the Vale Council 
to look after them prop¬ 
erly, not duck their 
responsibilities in the 
way suggested by the 
Conservative-run coun¬ 
cil. 

“The attempted sale 
of council homes to the 
private social sector is a 
result of unfair practice 
by the Treasury in 
London. 


“It is a New Labour 
policy that refuses a 
level playing ground 
between the council and 
private landlords, by 
stopping councils from 
borrowing money to 
fund improvements to 
council houses, but 
allows social landlords. 
This is clearly not fair.” 

Conn Nic Hodges, 
Plaid Cymru leader on 
the Vale Council, said: 
“The council might not 
always be the best land¬ 
lord, but it is one where 
we all know where peo¬ 
ple stand. 

“Those currently liv¬ 
ing in council accommo¬ 
dation must think very 
carefully before they 
vote to join the private 
sector - and not be 
fooled by spin that sug¬ 
gests they’ll be better off 
by doing so.”

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COWBRIDGE FOOD AND DRINK FESTIVAL 
ENHANCES ITS CULINARY REPUTATION 


C OWBRIDGE is once again cele¬ 
brating a successful food and drink 
festival, and the town has proved a 
magnet for culinary enthusiasts from the 
Vale and south Wales. 

All the popular features of previous Cowbridge 
festivals were busy over the weekend. 

The marquees were packed out with traders and 
customers, and at times it was hard to envisage how 
to squeeze any more in. 

The popular demonstrations gave food fans a 
chance to see experienced chefs at work, as they 
gave a running commentary on their techniques - 
prompted by questions from TV personality Frances 
Donovan. 

Local public houses organised beer and cider fes¬ 
tivals, adding to the dazzling choice from micro¬ 
breweries exhibiting in the marquees. 

There was also a popular craft fair, with stalls 
offering a huge variety of items. 

The weekend proved once again that the festival 
is now a fixture in the culinary calendar - and in 
these financially stretched times it provided great 
value for money. 

After all, there surely can’t be anyone who 
regards the £2.50 adult entrance fee as anything but 
a good deal. Quite frankly, if you don’t polish off 
£2.50 worth of free food and wine samples, you 
can’t have been trying. 

Similarly, all you have to do to send any small 
child home happy is to let them stand in anticipa¬ 
tion for five minutes watching the chocolate foun-

tain. Of course, it’s probably best to let them have a 
taste at the end! 

However, the important people when it comes to 
future years are the traders. Without them, there is 
no festival. 

Are they happy? Will they be back next year? 

On behalf of The GEM, I spent Sunday wander¬ 
ing from stand to stand, sampling the wares and 
canvassing opinions. The only downside was that I 
was spending my own money! 

The first stop was in the courtyard of II Portico, 
which was offering free samples of its patisserie, 
and Tanners of Shrewsbury was doing likewise 
with the wines that it supplies to the Italian restau¬ 
rant. There were some outstanding proseccos, and 
Rob Evans of Tanners said: “This is our first visit 
and I am impressed with the organisation, and it 
has been very enjoyable, although it was quite 
windy yesterday.” 

There were more sparkling wines at our next 
stop - not surprising as it was the Spar-sponsored 
champagne marquee! 

Now this tent is a perfect example of how the 
business community in Cowbridge pulls together to 
make the food festival happen. Spar supermarket 
pay a sizeable amount to cover the cost of the mar¬ 
quee, staff from Bar 44 serve customers all day, 
and profits from the sale of champagne go back 
into the fund to finance next year’s festival! 

So, if you enjoy the festival, it is practically your 
civic duty to pick up a few bottles of bubbly! 

Natalie from Bar 44 was delighted when I spoke 
to her, even though it was only 11.30am and the 
tent was, not surprisingly, quiet. She said: “We set 
a target of selling 500 bottles of champagne over 
the weekend and by the end of Saturday, we had 
already sold 350! We have been on the phone this 
morning ordering extra!” 

On the way into the main festival area, I spoke 
to the food festival manager, Polly Wilson. 

Between fielding queries on her walkie-talkie, she 
said that things were going well, despite the poor 
weather on Saturday. 

She said: “The weather forecast indicated that 
Sunday was going to be better than Saturday, and 
the numbers who are arriving this morning confirm 
that. 

“However, the exhibitors were happy yesterday, 
and I was pleased with the number of new 
exhibitors we had this year. Certainly, there have 
been no problems so far.” 

She said that the prospects for next year were 
good, although they would be looking for more 
sponsors, as was always the case. 

She said: “We think it is important to offer a fes¬ 
tival without hidden extras. I think parents would 
not be happy if they had to pay for things such as 
face painting, so we make sure that fun things for 



the children are free.” 

Once inside the first of the marquees, we were 
spoiled for choice, and the only problem was get¬ 
ting near some of the stalls. After sampling some of 
the various goat’s cheese on offer at ‘Kid Me Not’, 

I asked stallholder Mike, who had travelled from 
Carmarthen, how things were going. 

He said: “I have come for the last three years, 
and things are going well, although there was a 
slow start yesterday.” 

The next stallholder hadn’t travelled so far. 
Leighton Morris of ‘Grow your own Chillis’ had 
come all the way from Cowbridge, offering plants 
that you can grow indoors, just as with any house 
plant, and look forward to a harvest each year for 
three years. Leighton reported that he was doing 
brisk business, with more people being attracted by 
the idea of a practical and unusual house plant. 

‘Is there a doctor in the house?’ There was one 
on the Warcop Brewery stand. Dr William Picton 
had made the trip from Newport, Gwent, with a 
range of lagers, beers and ciders. 

Dr William is a doctor in the field of bio¬ 
enzymes, which sounds as if it is pretty useful 
when it comes to fermentation and all the other 
mysteries that go into brewing, and his beers were 
certainly classy and distinctive! 

There was a bit of east - west rivalry in this area 
of the festival, as I next spoke to another micro 
brewery, this time from Aberaeron. 

Penny, from Penlon Cottage Brewery, however, 
shared Dr William’s view that things were going 
well in terms of sales. 

A regular, who has been coming to Cowbridge 
since the festival started, was Wil, of Wil’s Smoke 
House in Herefordshire,who smokes some unlikely 
items, and he was doing very good business with 
his smoked pumpkin seeds. 

Wil agreed with his fellow stallholders, saying 
that things had started slowly on Saturday, but that 
sales had really picked up. 

The Cowbridge Eairtrade group had a stall at the 
festival, and Linda Osborne told me that there had 
been a great deal of interest in Eairtrade, with plen¬ 
ty of visitors wanting to know more. 

The next stop was at Cocina Ceramics from 
north Devon, where I found Bernadette to be a fer¬ 
vent disciple of the Cowbridge festival. She said: 
“This is one of the best-organised festivals that we 
come to, and it is always well worthwhile. 

“In fact, I don’t go to many these days - my col¬ 
leagues in the business do most of them - but I 
insisted on doing Cowbridge.” 

She added: “We went to one recently in the west 
midlands, and that was a complete mess compared 
to Cowbridge.” 

Over at the stall belonging to ‘The Best of 
Taste’, Nick was bucking the ‘slow start on 
Saturday’ trend. He had brought a delicious range 
of coulis and dessert sauces from his base in 
Shropshire, all tasting - he insisted - of the fruit 
rather than any added sugar. 

He said: “I don’t think I could have done more 
business yesterday. I was on my own and just never 
stopped!” 



I can vouch for his taste test, by the way, and I 
handed over my own cash for his raspberry coulis. 

On the next stall, there was a rather nervous 
Trisha Hill from the Hendrewennol Eruit garden in 
the Vale. She was nervous because she was due on 
the demonstration stand in half an hour, demon¬ 
strating some unusual blends of fruit smoothie. 

“It’s the first time I have done one!” she said. 

There were some distinctive spirits on offer at 
Celtic Spirit from Abergavenny, and Ros reported 
that they were doing good business, particularly on 
their apple brandies. 

Einally, I visited what had to be the most memo¬ 
rable stall, and spoke to Nikki from ‘Why Not Hot? 
- the Chilli People’, who had come along from 
west Wales, bringing with her a huge range of chilli 
sauces and chutneys. 

Now, journalists are always advised to avoid the 
obvious questions, but sometimes you just have to 
ask, so I said: “Do macho blokes come along and 
say: ‘Let me try your hottest chilli sauce.’” 

She replied: “It happens all the time,” and point¬ 
ed to about 15 bottles, all lined up. 

“They are hotter as you go left to right.” 

The one on the extreme right was called 
‘Unhinged’, and the bottle warned: ‘’This product 
could cause you to lose your grip on reality’. 

Nikki said: “It’s 6.5 million scovilles. That is 
how they rate hotness.” 

“What is tabasco on that scale?” I replied. 

“About 100,000.” 

Well that was that. I am a firm believer in discre¬ 
tion being the better part of valour, and I was not 
going to engage in a pointless piece of macho pos¬ 
turing just to prove I could do it. 

That was until my companion spooned some of 
the sauce onto a tortilla cracker and popped it into 
her mouth! 

Well, sometimes you have to stand up for the 
male gender, so I smeared a smidgeon onto a 
cracker and did likewise. 

Ni kki smiled - and waited. 

She didn’t have to wait long. 

Helpfully, she said: “There’s an ice cream stall 
just around the corner.” 

Ten minutes later I said to my friend: “How’s the 
tongue?”

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‘Flying Vet’ is 
returned to jail 


VALE Flying Vet, 
Maurice Kirk, who 
spent almost 12 
weeks undergoing a 
series of assess¬ 
ments in a 
Bridgend psychi¬ 
atric unit, has been 
returned to Cardiff 
prison. 

He appeared at 
Cardiff Crown Court on 
Monday, and was 
labelled “a fool” for 
insisting on conducting 
his own defence. 

Mr Kirk, aged 64, 
whose home is at St 
Donats, had been sent to 
the Caswell Clinic, but 
was returned to prison 
by Judge Eleri Rees. 

Judge Rees told Mr 
Kirk he had access to 
publicly-funded legal 
representation, but Mr 
Kirk dismissed her

advice. 

Mr Kirk said: “I wish 
to represent myself, 
there’s no need for fur¬ 
ther adjournment.” 

Judge Rees put Mr 
Kirk’s case back until 
December 4 and told 
him: “A man who repre¬ 
sents himself is a fool.” 

During his initial 
remand period on 
antique firearm charges 
in Cardiff Prison during 


the summer, Mr Kirk 
went on hunger strike, 
only taking sips of 
water. He was protesting 
at being refused permis¬ 
sion to appear personal¬ 
ly in court to ask a judge 
to give him bail so he 
could prepare his own 
defence. 

Mr Kirk was original¬ 
ly remanded in custody 
to Cardiff Prison on 
June 25, to await trial on 
charges of unlawfully 
possessing an antique 
World War 1 firearm (a 
1916 Lewis machine 
gun) and attempting to 
sell it without authority. 

A day earlier, on June 
24, he had been released 
on bail by Barry magis¬ 
trates. 

However, the prose¬ 
cution appealed against 
his release at Cardiff 
Crown Court and he was 
then remanded in cus¬ 
tody at Cardiff prison.

try league for boys. 

On a Trelai Park 
course still in very firm 
condition, the 
Cowbridge year-7 pupil 
and his team-mate Ellis 
Rosser improved on 
their showing in the 
opening league fixture, 
when they were fourth 
and seventh respectively, 
to claim the top two 
places in the under-12 
race, held over a longer 
course. 

That foundation 
ensured an improvement

THIS Ospreys

LAST season, the 
Athletic stood out 
in Division Two 
West, just as 
Maesteg are doing 
this season.
